Tba dead body of Btev# Boyd, colored, 
was found early this morning under the 
iron viaduct at the foot of Wail street. 

It waa first discovered by Mr. William 
Wortnald, who was on his way to the 
coal lauding. The head.of the dead man 
lay in a pool of clotted blood, and Mr. 
Wormald saw at oace that the fellow bad 
no doubt, been murdered, 

Thanewa apread rapidly and a crowd 
was soon collected about the boily. Cor- 
oner Cockerill was notified and after 
viewing the remains had them removed 
to the undertaking establishment of Q. 
A. Meana & Bon. 

At tba inquest the following was de- 
valopad : Will Green, colored, who had 
been arrested on anspiclon by Deputy 
Mardlial Dawson, testitied that he was 
with Boyd early last night. Boyd bad 
seventeen dollara in hia pocket and 
bought a pair of shoes at Bertram's pay- 
ing seven doUais for them. He then 
gafa Oaorga Strawder, the barber, nine 
dollars to keep for bim. Green, Boyd 
and some woman afterwards went to 
Eltd'a saloon where tbay drank some 
wine. The men then went to Foster's, 
a few doors below, and got more liquor. 
Later in the evening they went to Har 
rison and Morton headqaartera, where 
Green testified be left Boyd. Green lives 
at Dr. Shackleford's and he says he went 
home when be Iqft the Republican bead- 
quarters, and did not see Boyd after- 
wards. 

The teatimony of Henry Bertram and 
George Strawder agraea with that of 

Green as to the traniaetiona at their 
places of business. 
Mr. J. P. Naab testified be waa sUnd- 

inff at bis barber .shop and boardini; 
house, near Yancey & Alexander's stable> 
abont half past ten o'clock whan Boyd 
ame alonij and asked him frr a quarter. 
Oil beint; refused, Bovd got mad and 
Haid o Natib : "III liad .i piatol I'd shoot 
you." Nash ordered him away and ho 
left. This was the last sewn of the dead 
man. 

Judge Coons, who lives on Front street 
east of Wall. tc>8tiflf>d that he heard a 
pistol shot in that viciiiiiy ii':>'iut 1- 
o'clock. Just before the shot was fired 
he heard soma one exclaim .* "Let it go." 
He did not pay mm li attention to the 
matter as be thought some one was sim- 
ply firing a piatol. 

An examination by Dr. Browning de- 
veloped the fact that the fatal shot was 
fired at close range, as there were powder 
marks about the wound. The ball was 
of large caliber and entered below the 
right ear, ranging upwards passing 
through and ooming out on tha laftaide 
of the face a few inchea in front of the 
aar. 

Boyd waa about twenty vaara old and 
waa nnnuurrfed. Ha waa loaked npon as 
a atmpla*aila<led fellow. 

Tha Oorenar'a jury returned a verdict 
that Boyd oamo to lUadaatb from a piatol 
shot fired by DOtto party ookaowa to 
them.
